Stamp Collectors Of 
Canada Are Planning 
For Stamp Centenary 


Canadian stamp collectors are 
certainly not letting any phila- 
telic grass grow under their feet, 
because as of the present date two 
stamp clubs at least are looking 
forward to the centenary of Can- 
adian postage stamps in 1951. 
Toronto collectors are making 
some preliminary sallies toward 
entering the realm of a big cele- 
bration, while the London Phila- 
telic Society of London Ontario 
have passed the following resolu- 
tion 

“Whereas the year 1951 will 
mark the 100th Anniversary of 
the issue of Canadian first ad-

“And be it further resolved that 
all Philatelic Societies in Canada 
be asked to endorse and support 
the proposal as well as assist in 
the carrying through of the Ex- 
hibition.”

Columnist For Linn‘s 
Finds Glaring Error 
In Scott ‘48 Catalog 


Henry M. Friedman who is 
doing an excellent job of writing 
the “British Empire Chatter” for 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News caught 
one of the most glaring errors in 
Part 1 of the new 1948 Scott Cata- 
log. This was Canada #133 which 
Scott had priced at $3 in the 1947 
edition, and which in the 1948 edi- 
tion was priced at $35. Mr. Fried- 
man, knowing his British Empire 
stamps backwards and forwards, 
suspected this quotation at once 
and wrote a letter of inquiry to 
Scott Publications. 

Their reply was as follows: 

“Answering your inquiry of Oct- 
ober 1, wish to advise that the 
price of $35.00 for Canada #133 
in the 1948 Volume 1 Catalog is, of 
course, a typographical error. It 
should be $3.50 and will be in- 
cluded in the list of price changes 
soon to appear.”

stamp collectors hold that a stamp 
perforated on all four sides is dif- 
ferent from a coil stamp, or a 
booklet pahe stamp of the same 
value and design. 

Collectors demand that each 
of the various forms in which a 
stamp is produced is to have its 
first day of issue, And while 
the Post Office Department might 
be reluctant to grant such fec- 
ogition to a stamp in a new form, 
the cover enthusiasts are going 
to clamor for this service. It 
would be an excellent idea for 
them to prepare covers for this 
expected event just in case the 
Department makes a quick issue 
of the 5c Air Mail stamp in coil 
form. 

The same thing was uncovered 
back in January 1943 when Linn’s 
Weekly Stamp News scooped the 
stamp world in noting that plates 
had been assigned for the print- 
ing of the current 6c Airmail 
stamp (Scott C25a) in booklet 
panes. The attempt to slip this 
one through on the part of the P. 
O, Department was, nipped by 
Linn’s, when in the issue of the 
paper of January 28, 1943 collect- 
ors were informed of the proposed 
issuance of the stamp in booklet 
form. 

This gave collectors of covers of 
that day the opportunity of pre- 
paring for the stamp, because 
they were able to catch the first 
day of issue which occurred on 
March 18, 1943. 

The Information Bulletin furn- 
ished by the Post Office Depart- 
ment to the philatelic press on 
which this information is noted, 
is dated October 7. 
heading of “List of postage stamp 
plate numbers issued during the 
month of September, 1947:” we 
find—

The Scott United States Spe- 
cialized Catalog says that Rotar 
Press Coil stamps are geiko 
from plates of 170 subjects for 
stamps coiled sidewise, and from 
plates of 150 subjects for stamps 
coiled endwise. This would indi- 
cate that the Air Mail stamp will 
occur perforated horizontally to 
the design, 

Collectors will note that this is 
the first air mail stamp that has 
ever been printed in coil form. 
Previous to this time only 
stamps of the regular issue have

MODERN BARS 

To quickly define the term I 
would say BARS are a form of 
Precancellation that do not in- 
dicate the town or state from 
which they originate. Strictly 
speaking the cancellation can be 
squares, circles, lines, stars or 
what have you so long as there is 
no lettering. A short article in 
the August Optimist by Allan R 
Brown authority on Bars about 
a modern BAR from Woodstock, 
N. Y. proves that they do exist. 
This item is on the 144c Pres. and 
is a single thick line running ver- 
tically over the stamp. A similar 
instance was brought to my at- 
tention by Mr. Arthur S. Chand- 
ler of Lebanon N. H. about a 2c 
Famous American used on a Tele- 
phone Directory at Plymouth N. 
H. about 1940. This cancellation 
was applied horizontally and was 
about 2mm. wide and to my no- 
tion perhaps made with a crayon. 
Although it was claimed the 
stamp was cancelled with steel 
rule I just can’t believe it. Never- 
theless it would be rather un- 
handy to mount a Phone book in 
your album if you wanted to 
keep the stamp on cover. On

TECHNICAL STUFF 

A lot in a recent Hoover Bros. 
Auction seems to have perhaps 
revealed an interesting fact about 
the experimental issue The lot 
#361 was a pair of Springfield 
EB2 which is to say it was a pair 
of the 2c perf. 10 experimental 
precancels from Springfield Mass. 
This pair shows the ends of two 
plates, that is the ends of the 
lines of the precancelling plates. 
It therefore must be assumed that 
the experimentals were made in 
sheets of 400 instead of 100 as was 
generally assumed, Hoover ex- 
plains that there is a gap of 14%- 
mm between plates. The stamps 
as singles catalog $8.00 but it will 
be interesting to note just what 
this piece will bring.

Netherland’s Queen 
Retires Temporarily 
From Royal Duties 





The announcement that Queen 
Wilhelmina of the Netherlands will 
retire temporarily from the throne 
of that country, and invest her 
daughter Crown Princess Juliana 
with the royal powers in the in- 
terim, brings another well known 
personality with whom collectors 
of stamps are associated, into the 
public notice. For reasons of 
health, the Queen has decided to 
forego the strenuous court life for 
a time until she has rested. 

It is at this time that the Neth- 
erlands is planning the Golden 
Jubilee of her reign next year 
when on September 6, she will 
have been the monarch of that 
country for 50 years. During the 
war, when the German armies 
occupied her country, she ruled 
as Queen in exile from London. 
From that city she guided the for- 
tunes of the Netherlands and the 
Dutch Colonies of Dutch West In- 
dies (Curacao), Dutch Guiana 
(Surinam) and the Dutch East 
Indies. 

Queen Wilhelmina has appeared 
on many of the stamp issues of the 
mother country and of the colon- 
ies; her picture can be found on 
the regular issues, the semi-postals 
and some airmails.

One of our contemporaries prints an article under the 
above heading and quotes a lengthy letter from the Guatemala 
Director of Communications.. 

This publication then condemns other stamp publica- 
tions for condemning the Guatemala Roose- 
velt issues, without as this publication says, 
being “accompanied by specific facts.” We 
have in our own files, the identical letter 
which this contemporary publication prints 
but we did not swallow the statements made 
in the letter as did our contemporary, rather 
we took the word of many who wrote us 
about efforts to obtain the Guatemala issue 
from the Guatemala Post Office Department, 

GEO. LINN) many who had placed orders months in ad- 
vance of the issue and who failed to get other than a very 
small percentage of the stamps asked for. There is ample 
evidence if we should have the cooperation of every Ameri- 
can Stamp Dealer who tried to buy this issue direct from 
Guatemala, that the Government was lax in trying to satisfy 
the demand for the issue. There is ample evidence that or- 
ders for far more stamps than were issued, were offered the 
Government and that these orders were disregarded. There 
is also ample evidence that the Guatemala Government has 
been selling and supplying stamps through the Pan-Ameri- 
can Union and that none of the Roosevelt issues were put 
out through this Union at face value to collectors as were 
other issues. 

The letter published by our contemporary has a para- 
graph which reads “Various people or dealers undoubtedly 
intended to speculate with the issue. As this was contrary to 
the interests and obligations of this Administration, strict ra- 
tioning of the sale of this issue had to be made.” 

If the Guatemala Government had any wish to see that 
there was no speculation with the stamps, it could have 
issued sufficient of them to place a large number on sale at 
the Pan-American Union. No, what the Government did was 
limit the issue so that it would become a speculative issue as 
is evidence by what has happened. A two dollar set of stamps 
cost us $9.00. If the Guatemala Government wants to show 
its good faith in this instance we dare it to issue another 
lot of these stamps, identical with the original issue and put 
them in the market at face value to any collector or dealer. 
We will gladly stomach our loss on this set if the Guatemalan 
Goverment will come clean on the issue. 

A very unusual comment after strong defense of this 
issue is made by our contemporary, we read, “One good point 
of evidence which a collector always has is price. If the price 
of a set of stamps is out of line with the reasonable mark-up 
over face value which a dealer customarily allows himself, 
then there is ground for suspicion.” 

Truly a lovely bit of comment, inferring to you dear 
readers that you have every reasonable ground in the world 
for suspicion of the Guatemala Roosevelt stamps for this 
set has a face value Of $2.01 and has been offered you by 
your dealers at around $9.00. Yet this set is presented by our 
cont@Mporary as a clean set, one that should not be con- 
demned.

George, You Are Slipping 

George Sloane, columnist in a contemporary weekly in 
speaking about the 10c Bell Famous American which Fred 
Ott has shown in a gutter block of four with gutter between, 
vertically, states that such a sheet should> have contained 
five blocks of four and that thus there is another pair and 
a block unaccounted for. For the benefit of serious collectors 
who may read Mr. Sloane’s column we want to advise you 
that George just pulled a boner here and will probably cor- 
rect it in the next possible issue. These sheets as George should 
well know, are seven stamps high and not ten stamps high 
which would be necessary to get as many stamps out of 
them as he has figured. 

It is most probable however that these sheets of 70 
stamps were printed in large panes of four sheets, thus there 
would have been another sheet of. these exactly like the 
one Ott has reported. Thus in fact there were originally the 
equivalent of six blocks and two pairs with gutter between, 
but no five blocks from one sheet as Mr. Sloane explains. 


German Collectors 
Are Confronted With 
Fantastic Prices 


Since last July, writes F. Behle- 
Neuhold, Manager of Philatelie 
Equator, International Stamp 
Service of P. O. Box 85, Hamburg 
36, Germany, a lot of changes 
have taken place for the philatelist 
in Germany. Two of the things 
having a marked effect in this re- 
gard are the Law of the Control 
Council which abolished all stamps 
having a Nazi influence, and the 
postal set-up in the French Zone 
of Occupation. This unpopular law 
which forbids the Germans to buy, 
sell or exchange with the stamps 
of the Nazi regime from 1933-1945 
has the following consequences; 1. 
The German collector feels offend- 
ed; 2. The official trade in these 
stamps has ended, and has been 
replaced with an_ active black 
market. 

The supposed propagandistic 
tendency of the Nazi stamps has 
neither increased nor declined. 
Should a collector have Hitler 
stamps in his book, it does not 
necessarily indicate that he is 2 
Nazi, no more than a purchase and 
collecting of Russian stamps in- 
dicates that the collector is a Com- 
munist, 





The stamps selected in competi- 
tion by the Allied Control Coun- 
cil for use in the. American, Brit- 
ish and Russian Zones of Occupa- 
tion are the subject of much ad- 
verse criticism. As has been point- 
ed out previously in the pages of 
this paper, the German layman and 
collector both feel that if the de- 
signs as selected were the cream 
of over 4000 entries, there were 
either extremely poor artists, or 
some poor judges of postage 
stamp art. The latter view is taken 
by all who have seen the stamps. 
Added to the protesting voices of 
the press and the collectors comes 
the voice of organized labor which 
states that the scenes shown on 
the stamps are designs of imbecil- 
ity and workmanship and figura- 
tive indifference. All feel that the 
stamps are extremely poor 
bassadors for a Germany that has 
always been known for the quality 
of its products. 

The German collectors are an- 
xious to know whether their many 
protests will be successful. But 
with the hereditary bureaucracy, 
a considerable time might pass be- 
fore something practical will be 
done about the matter. 

In his speech at the ceremonies 
dedicating the statue in honor of 
the arrival of the first American 
Mail Boat on June 19, 1847, Gen. 
Lucius Clay, American Military 
Governor for Germany, expressed 
the hope that Germany will soon 
have its liberty and the will and 
the means to engage in interna- 
tional commerce. With Gen. Clay 
at the ceremonies were his political 
advisor, Murphy, and the Military 
Governor of Bremen, Thomas 
Dunn, 

The statue encompassed in its 
design a tribute to the “S. S. 
Washington,” and is located in 
Bremerhaven. The “Washington” 
was the first ship of the Ocean 
Steam Navigation Co. and was 
co-financed by Bremen and other 
German states, and was the pred- 
ecessor to the Nord Deutscher 
Lloyd Lines. In the year 1846, an 
emissary was sent from the state 
of Bremen to Washington, D. C. to 
negotiate with the United States 
government regarding the carrying 
of ocean mail. A merchant of the 
town, Gevoketh, was sent on the 
errand by the senate of Bremen. 

Gevoketh was quite successful 
in his mission, for Bremen was 
chosen, and later that year, Post- 
master General Johnson of the 
Uhited States sent a representative 
to Bremen, his First Assistant 
Postmaster General, Hobbie, to 
negotiate a contract with the Pre- 
men government. This move was 
successful also, as it brought into 
being a regular post service in 
which the steamers “Washington” 
and “Hermann” were u 





An editor and publisher, who 
had placed in the hands of the 
German stamp collectors, a jour- 
nal that had been published under 
the Nazi regime, found himself 
sentenced to six months in prison 
by the American Military Court. 
He had deliberately failed to se- 
cure the permission of the Control 
for the distribution of these 
papers. Now for the risk that he 
took for the small profit gained,

he can sweat out a six months 
seige behind bars where in six 
months outside he could have been 
in nearly any occupation and made 
more than his profits from the 
papers. 





Prices for stamps in Germany 
still take on the aura of a horrible 
nightmare. It is just another in- 
dication of how inflation increages 
the intrinsic worth of _ so-called 
“real” goods, as the economists 
describe anything  possessible, 
other than money. A person with 
a home and a cellar full of food 
is more wealthy in Germany than 
one with a castle full of marks. To 
show how stamps are valued, the 
following auction prices might 
serve. The figures in paranthesis 
is the catalog value of the stamps 
as given by the German-Michel

plates became worn, this mark 
is only a small dash, 
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The figure “2” is used for the 
secret mark on the 12c stamp 
(#162)—the balls at the top and 
bottom sections of the figure “2” 
of the National Co.’s printings, 
(#140 grilled and #151) have been 
cut back to form crescents. The 
color of the stamp has also been 
darkened to make a blackish-Vio- 
let. Due to the change in postal 
rates, no 12c stamp was issued 
in 1879 
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On the 15c stamp (#163 of the 
1873 issue and #189 of the 1879 
issue) the secret mark consists of 
a “V” shaped density of color, 
called “two lines”, that has been 
added to the lower point of the 
triangle in the upper left hand 
part of the stamp. 

Due to the orange color of 
this stamp and to the fine lines 
in the triangle, a good magnifying 
glass and a clear light are needed 
to be certain of this secret mark. 
The color is a guide also, the Na- 
tional Co.’s printings without the 
mark being a bright to a deep 
orange while the printings with 
the secret mark are more yellow- 
ish or a shade of red orange. Some 
advanced collectors and special- 
ists question the actual use of 
this secret mark in the printing 
of stamps—but clear examples 
of the work are fairly common 
and it seems to me that plates 
with the mark was used by the 
Continental and American Com- 
panies, 

As previously stated, the 24c, 
30c and 90c stamps never were 
printed with the secret marks,

put something over on them and 
to cram something down their 
throats. 

“Americans have resisted these 
attempts to push something off on 
them ever since, whether it has 
been by one of their own citizens, 
or some foreign power. It is the 
national heritage to raise a fuss 
about anything that is not liked, 
and you only have to read the 
history books, or the daily papers 
to find where a group of aroused 
citizens in some part of our coun- 
try or the world have fought 
against a bad deal, and what is 
most important, won their battle 
for a cleanup, or whatever else 
they were after. 

“In all eases, where an honest 
person or publication has carried 
their findings of fraud or crime to 
the public, and has been right, 
they do not have to worry about 
support. Because fundamentally, 
your United States citizen is a 
righteous person and pretty much 
of a good sport and fair play 
character. I think that you have 
gotten loads of support at Linn’s: 
in your attempts to expose the 
apparently crooked goings on in 
some of the stamp issues.” 

“Yes, we did,” I told him, “‘I was 
very much surprised at the 
amount of letters and telegrams 
we received on the matter. Not 
only did we have the support of 
the collectors, but it seemed that 
every dealer who could write gave 
us his backing in our fight.” 

“This isn’t the first time that 
fast deals in philately have been 
exposed,” he continued. “Our own 
United States has on several oc- 
casions invoked the wrath of the 
collecting public and the philatelic 
publications for alleged attempts 
to put something over on stamp 
collectors. It was an aroused stamp 
collecting public back in 1935 that 
caused our Post Office Depart- 
ment to make available to them 
the same stamps and sheets of 
stamps that were given as souve- 
nirs to various government offic- 
ials and friends of the administra- 
tion. This was the uproar that 
brought on the ‘Farley’ issue of 
twenty stamps. 

“Then again the philatelic press 
raised cain with the Post Office 
Department about the great num- 
ber of souvenir sheets that were 
being issued back in the early 
thirties. That was why after the 
10c Smoky Mountains sheet was 
issued in 1937, no more of these 
items were produced until the 
CIPEX sheet. Collectors raised 
the dickens about the continuous 
parade of purple stamps that the 
Post Office Department kept feed- 
ing us. So since then we have had 
a variety of colors on our com- 
mems. 

“When the Post Office Depart- 
ment produced the Columbian Ex- 
position issue in honor of the 
World’s Columbian Exposition in 
Chicago from May 1 to October 21, 
1893, it was strictly a set of 
stamps aimed at the collector’s 
pocketbook. The values ran from 
one cent to five dollars, and there 
was no more call for such an is- 
sue to be made with those high 
values than there was for a war 
with Mars. The same thing held 
true for the Trans-Mississippi, or 
“Omaha” issue in 1898 which had 
values from one cent to two dol- 
lars. Collectors and the philatelic 
press rared up on both of these 
and it was from the lambasting 
that the Post Office Department 
got on these two occasions that 
commemorative sets since have 
been kept to a maximum top 
value of ten cents.

Office Department tried to make 
a cleanup at the expense of stamp 
collectors. By using your arith- 
metic, you will find that this was 
just about 28 years after our first 
stamps had been issued. Stamp 
collectors began to look like fair 
game way back in those early 
days, and stamp issuing govern- 
ments have never neglected this 
source of income since. 

“But to continue about that 1875 
deal. In that year the-Post Office 
Department made its first effort 
acquire some collector money. 
It was then that they brought out 
the first of their so-called Centen- 
nial reprints, special issues and 
re-issues amounting to a total of 
about $325,000. They figured that 
stamp collectors and the dealers 
would go for these in a big way. 
“The P.O.D. was due for a rude 
awakening if it expected to put 
that one over, for not only did it 
catch Hail Columbia from the col- 
lectors and the philatelic press of 
this country, but it also was bang- 
ed around quite a lot by collect- 
ors and publishers in foreign 
countries. So you see, and I hope 
that your letter writer sees, that 
it is only through eternal vigilance 
and outspoken criticism, or put- 
ting it more bluntly, hell raising, 
that stamp collecting has been 
kept as clean a hobby as it has. 
The hobby would certinly be non- 
existant, or in an awful condition 
otherwise.” 

“For Pete’s sake,” I told him, 
“here all along I thought that it 
was only these foreign govern- 
ments that have tried to milk the 
collector, and now I find that our 
own United States has been some- 
what guilty too. You’ve convinced 
me for sure that hell raising is 
good and very necessary.” 

“Well I’m going to raise a little 
of it myself,” said the Old Profes- 
sor, “if you don’t fill my glass 
with more of that activated apple 
juice.”

Doherty said that mailmen find 
it increasingly difficult to keep 
pace with the ever mounting cost 
of living and added: “A postal pay 
rise is imperative.

Heretofore the issues from Italy 
have borne the overprint A. M. G, 
/V. G. in two lines. These new 
covers we have are identical with 
other stamps we have seen, but 
the wording or letters of the over- 
prints have been changed so that 
they now read, A.M.G./F.T.T. 

We of course know that the old 
overprint was A.M.G. for Allied 
Military Government and that the 
V.G. was for Venezia Giulia. 

The new overprints are the same 
in the first three initials, but the 
V.G. has been changed to F.T.T. 
which stands for Free Territory 
of Trieste. 
¢ The covers at hand, of which we 
illustrate one cover, bear the fol- 
lowing stamps of Italy: In the cur- 
rent small size postage there is the 
25c, 50c, 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 10, 15, 20 
Lire values. In large size postage, 
the 25, 50 and 100 Lire values. In 
Air mail there are the 1, 2, 5, 25, 
and 50 Lire values and in the Ex- 
press or Special Delivery stamp, 
the 15 and 30 Lire values.

French Military Court 
Seniences First Nazi 
Stamp Manipulator 


One of the first trials in which 
stamps enters into the picture, 
took place recently and was com- 
ae in the French Occupied 

one of Germany where the 
French Military Court sentenced 
a man for crime in which stamps 
were involved. F. Behle-Neuhold, 
Manager and Editor of “Phila- 
telie Equator” and conductor of 
an International Service from 
P.O. Box 85 in Hamburg 36, 
Germany sent the story to us. 

Hans Bibelje of Berlin was 
hailed before the court on two 
counts. One, that during the war 
he served the Nazis as an ex- 
pert on the valuation of stamp 
collections that had been seized 
from persons in various occupied 
countries. And two, that he il- 
legally acquired stamps of the 
Netherlands, and that he had 
made use of these stamps for 
his own personal advantage. 

On the first count, the Military 
Court decided that since he was 





an employe of a legal govern-|: 


ment, and was following the in- 
structions of his superiors, he 
was nat guilty of crime before 
the law. The court did say though 
that he had violated moral pre- 
cepts, which even so were not 
punishable by the court. Bibelje 
as an expert in the Central Pa- 
per Office of the German Govern- 
ment had the duty of passing 
an opinion on the value of stamp 
collections seized illegally by the 
Germans from people in occupied 
countries. These collections were 
then shipped to foreign coun- 
tries for resale during the war, 
and was a means of helping to 
finance **= war effort. 

Bibel'> ‘vas condemned by the 
court on 2 second count. His 
sentence amu ‘ed to 1% years 
imprisonment and a fine of 50,- 
000 Marks. In November 1941, 
the accused was found to have 
purchased the larger part of the 
Wilhelmina edition of stamps 
from the German Post Office De- 
partment which in turn had ac- 
quired them illegally when the 
Germans had invaded Holland. 
These stamps he purchased for 
the sum of 175,000 Marks. They 
were delivered to his home with- 
out cost by a postal van, since 
the purchase amounted to 440 Ibs. 
and in part consisted of rolls of 
imperforated stamps which he 
later sold through selected chan- 
nels in all parts of the world. 

The fine will probably not faze 
the accused at all since he is re- 
puted to be very wealthy. Most 
of his money was acquired dur-

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Interesting Story 
About Designer Of 
Constitution Stamp 


A very good inside story about 
the designer of the “U. S. Frigate 
Constitution” stamp was carried 
in the Boston Sunday Globe. It 
was written by Paul Kneeland. 
N. Joseph, a dealer in Boston, 
Mass. was attracted to the article 
and sent it along to us with the 
thought that other’ collectors 
might enjoy it also. Kneeland’s 
story about designer Hepburn 
follows. 

“It was a Boston architect, An- 
drew H. Hepburn, whose drawing 
of the United States frigate Con- 
stitution was selected by the Post 
office Department as the design 
of a new three-cent commemora- 
tive stamp which will go on sale 
Oct. 21, marking the 150 anniver- 
sary of the launching of “Old 
Ironsides.” 

“But not once this summer dur- 
ing the month it took him: to 
complete the commission did Hep- 


/burn leave his ninth-floor Park- 


Sq. office to take a peek at the 
original—and so handy, to!—tied 
up over there at Charlestown 
Navy Yard. He didn’t have to; he 
knew from of old and from any 
angle. 

“T’ve always been interested in 
history-making ships. I’d been 
aboard the Constitution many 
times before,” the architect has- 
tens to explain. “Spirit and in- 
spiration weren’t necessary; orig- 
inal specifications and drawings 
were what I needed.” 

And of course he got them. A 
little private research work on 
his own, with help from the Unit- 
ed States Navy records bureau in 
Washington, which acted as a 
clearance house for other sources 
of documented material, quickly 
brought forth all the answers— 
from sail plans to deck dimen- 
sions. 

“I referred to several reproduc- 
tions of oil paintings of the Con- 
stitution executed by early 19th 
century artists.” Hepburn contin- 
ues. “Nothing contemporary—I 
wanted it authentic.” 

Roux’ famous one in the New 
York Public Library was a great 
aid. He made a few notes on scale 
models of the vessel on exhibition 
at the Old State House and the 
Museum of Fine Arts before sub- 
mitting the final design. 

An M. I. T. 04 man, Concord 
resident, Hepburn has had a bril- 
liant career as an architect; his 
career in designing is now bright- 
er still. 

“My greatest surprise, and I 
thought at first some mistake had 
been made, came last June when 
Gov. Bradford asked me to serve 
on a committee which was to se- 
lect a suitable illustration for the 
proposed Constitution stamp,” 
Hepburn confesses. 

“You see my son, Andrew H. 
Hepburn Jr., is with the firm, but 
he’s the boat designer in the fam- 
ily. I called the State House and 
it was no mistake—I was the man 
they wanted.” 

Then almost before he knew it, 
the senior Hepburn was on his 
way to Washington for interviews 
with Com. Dudley W. Knox of 
the Navy records bureau, which 
later cooperated on the project, 
and Joseph J. Lawler, Third As- 
sistant Postmaster General. They 
outlined the proposal to him and 


upon his return as a one-man dele-

gation to the capitol, Hepburn 
found himself laboring over a hot 
draughtsman’s board a week lat- 
er. 
“After minor changes were sug- 
gested by the State Art Commis- 
sion and the Post Office Depart- 
ment, I made them,” he adds. 
“The original is only about six 
by eight inches and was returned 
to me after photographs of it 
necessary for the engravings were 
taken. I don’t know just what dis- 
position I’ll make of it.” 

“There’s no question about 
what disposition the postal people 
are going to make of the Hep- 
burn reproduction as it will ap- 
pear on a green, special delivery- 
size three-cent denomination 
stamp. The commemorative issue 
is being promoted in a big way— 
a drive for sales to youngsters has 
been approved by the Boston 
School Department and endorsed 
by parochial schools in the Arch- 
diocese of Boston. 

“In New England alone, nearly 
1200 cities and towns are schelud- 
ed to be represented by business 
firms who will be asked to buy 
the stamps for outgoing mail. Pos- 
ters, just off the press are being 
distributed to postoffices every- 
where” a spokesman for the Post 
Office Department announced. 

And special service to stamp 
and first-day-cover collectors is 
available through the coopera- 
tion of Postmaster Connelly. 
Philatelists desiring Oct. 21 can- 
cellations—they will be made 
aboard the Constitution—may 
send as many as 10 addressed en- 
velopes to him before that date. 


Red Cross Seal Had 
Vending Machine Sale 
Back In Early Days 








_ The United States has never 
issued a semi-postal or a charity 
stamp, but the stamp illustrated 
in the adjoining photograph is 
perhaps the closest that we will 
ever come to issuing one, although 
not issued by Government agen- 
cies. 

The stamp is not scarce, and 
though it turns up often, its full 
story has not been too widely 
known. Even now, were it not 
for the fact that the late Joseph 
A. Steinmetz of Philadelphia had 
the splendid habit of annotating 
his collection with personal re- 
membrances, its story might well 
have been forgotten. 
Herman Herst, Jr., of Shrub 
Oak, N. Y. purchased the balance 
of the Steinmetz miscellany last 
winter, and in breaking it up, 
he has been careful to perpetuate 
these notes and discoveries for 
the future. 

Steinmetz was connected with 
the American Red Cross and their 
sale of stamps, seals and inciden- 
tal material for a period of almost 
two decades was under his direc- 
tion. His personal collection of 
Christmas Seals included examp- 
les of all of them, from the first 
in 1907, postally used on covers 
and properly tied, some of them 
having gone through the mails 
without other postage. 

The Steinmetz notes on the 
Red Cross label reproduced here- 
with indicates that in 1915 in 
order to raise money for European 
relief caused by devastation in 
the first World War, the Red 
Cross conceived the idea of plac- 
ing postage stamp machines in 
public places in New York. The 
machines sold both one cent 
stamps and two cent stamps, tak- 
ing a nickel. Those with the one 
cent stamps, gave four stamps 
for postage and one Red Cross 
label; those with the two cents, 
gave tw postage stamps and one 
label. The attention of collectors 
is called to the fact that the Red 


“Not for Postage”, no doubt plac-

Collector's Paradise

SCOTT’S 1948 CATALOGUE. 
Part one was released (in New 
York) on September 30th and 
contains many price changes and 
numbers, and at least one im- 
portant typographical error. 

CANADA PRICE ERROR. 
Scott’s 1948 catalogue lists Can- 
ada #133 at $35.00, as against 
$3.00 last year. A call to Scott’s 
Publications verified that this is 
an error, and the price should be 
$3.50. They advise that correction 
will be made in the next issue of 
their bulletin. However, do not 
buy, sell or trade this stamp based 
on the 1948 printed price of $35.00. 

PRICE CHANGES. The British 
Empire section of the new cata- 
logue has many price changes— 
mostly upward—with very few 
reductions. The only important 
reduction noted, was for the pre- 
viously overpriced set of Ireland 
36/38 which was reduced from 
$90 to $68. 

On the upward side, most all 
of the British Empire shared in 
the increases, except of course, 
the current items. Most of the 


ues were increased, although in- 
creases were general throughout 
the list. Example; Antigua from 
No. 21 to 76. There were 42 in- 
creases amounting to $26.59, 10 
were not changed and none reduc- 
ed.

Important Notice On 
Amelia Earhart Cachet 


Erwin H. Combs, who is the 
cachet director for the Miami, 
Fla. Chamber of Commerce, 
states that any number of cover 
collectors have sent covers to 
the “Chamber” or to him to have 
the Amelia Earhart Field Dedi- 
cation cachet applied to their 
covers, and that the covers do 
not have a sufficient amount of 
postage to carry the covers by air 
mail. An amount of five cents 
per cover must be sent for each 
one that you want returned to 
you. 

Mr. Combs states also, that any 
number of collectors have sent 
him covers for the cachet on 
which no postage stamp of any 
amount has been affixed. If you 
who read this are guilty-~of send- 
ing no postage, or an insufficient 
amount, your envelopes will be 
scrapped.

The border is 
blue and the center red; same as 
former years otherwise. 

KENTUCKY. New stamps with 
O. M. Howard’s signature are: 
Liquor one fifth gal. green and 
Wine % gal. yellow. ‘Info’ from 
Dr. Ward Disbrow. 

ILLINOIS. The vertical design 
1 bbl. Beer stamps have now ap- 
peared with the serial number in 
blue. In 1943 they were black and 
in 1946 they were changed to red. 
This is the third color to be used 
on the 1 bbl. stamp. The back- 
ground seems to be much stronger 
orange on the stamp with red 
serial numbers. Thanks to John 
Bobo. 

KANSAS. Charlie Hermann re- 
ports that the Cigarette stamps 
were surcharged “3” in black in 
each of the four usual colors of 
stamps. 

PENNSYLVANIA. Soft drink 
stamps have been issued as fol- 
lows: 12 oz., % gal., % gal., % gal., 
% gal. 1 gal., 5 gal. and 10 gal. 
On green perforated safety card; 
73x2242mm. The tax rate is 64c 
per gallon. I do not have details 
of the appearance of the stamps. 
Thanks Charlie. 

‘NEVADA. Here is an amazing 
story for you State Revenue fiends! 
One cent Cigarette stamps were 
issued for use with the 2c stamp 
to make up the proper tax for 
English packs of 30 cigarettes 
which are never sold in Nevada! ! ! 
At least not to date and probably 
never!

for a three cent stamp so one was 
issued and the one cent stamps 
recalled before there had been any 
use for them! ! ! But—one com- 
pany didn’t read the law too well 
and assumed that since the tax 
called for a 2c stamp on packs of 
twenty, packs of 10 were to be 
stamped with lc stamps. —So 
they bought 75 of the stamps and 
affixed them to 75 packs of ten! 
After the packs were sent to their 
retail outlet store it was discover- 
ed that the law called for 2c tax 
on packs of twenty OR LESS. The 
packages were recalled and re- 
stamped with 2c stamps. (I wasn’t 
able to learn what happened to 
the 1c stamps which were affixed, 
but I presume that they were 
scraped off.) At any rate these 
75 stamps are supposed to be the 
only ones that ever got out and 
the balance are to be destroyed by 
the State Auditor. 

For this reason stamp collectors 
will probably never get the Ic 
stamp and, if so, it will not be 
listed in the catalog. 

If the English packs of 30 cigar- 
ettes are never soid in Nevada the 
same fate will probably befall the 
3c value. 

I was fortunate to see the full 

set of stamps through the kind- 
ness of Ray Burke the State Audi- 
tor, but since the law prohibits 
sale of the stamps to anyone other 
than licensed wholesale dealers in 
tobacco I was unable to obtain 
any of the stamps in unused condi- 
tion. 
The full set of stamps is as fol- 
lows: lc slate grey, 2c blue, 3c 
(shades), 4c light green and 5c 
rose (shades). The design features 
a map of the state with the value 
superimposed in a colored circle 
and “Nevada” in a curved banner 
above (also superimposed on the 
map). 

Since most of the packs of forty 
are stamped with two 2c stamps 
it appears that very few 4c stamps 
will be used. 

My visit to Nevada was prompt- 
ed by an engagement of the band 
I play with, Spade Cooley, for the 
annual Jamboreno. 

Thanks to Ray Burke for much 
of the information contained in 
this item. (Why, oh why couldn’t 
you have given me some of the 
stamps Ray? ? ! ! Ha! 

RHODE ISLAND. The 2c (per 
pack of 20) tax has been upped to 
3c. I have the new 3c stamp from 
Cabot: Very similar to the usual 
design but smaller and more rec- 
tangular. 3c orange on cream saf- 
ety card black rouletted 912; 1llx 
14mm. 

WEST VIRGINIA. The new Cig- 
arette stamps of this state have 
been issued as follows: Yc red, Ic 
black and 5c green.
